2. The drawings stand objected to under 37 CFR 1.83(a). The drawings 
show every feature of the invention specified in the claims. Therefore, the angle of the 
rolling curve arc, and the cylindrical forming tool must be shown or the fcamre(s) 
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canceled from the claim(s). No new matter should be entered. A proposed drawing 
correction or corrected drawings are required in reply to the Office action to avoid 
abandonment of the application. The objection to the drawings will not be held in 
abeyance. 

Applicant is canceling claims 17 and 37 to remove the drawing, 
objection. 

The Office Action refers to Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 112. 

4. Claims 17, 19, 21, and 37 stand rejected under 35 U.S.C. 1 12, first paragraph, 
as failing to comply with the enablement requirement. The claim(s) contains subject 
matter which was not described in the specification in such a way as to enable one 
skilled in the art to which it pertains, or with which it is most nearly connected, to 
make and/or use the invention. Claim 17, the stnicture of the cylindrical forming tool 
is not clear. 
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Applicant is canceling now claim 17 in order to advance issuance of 
a patent. Claim 19 is changed in its dependency so as to not depend on a 
cancelled claim. 



Cairn 21, it is unclear as to how "the driven gear wheel of one driven and 
driving gear set functions as the driving gear of another driven and driving gear wheel 
set." Specially, in the specifications, the applicant asserts the system is driven at the 
drive side: 5.
